John Q. wss not a liar. He simply 


said things. 
If any other drummer 


had said them, he would have been 
hooted down, but coming from his 
mouth they were entitled to belief and 
respect In bis qoiet calm way. but a 
way -\* hich always duly Impressed all 
listeners, he' would lay down bis bil- 
liard cue and say: 


"Gentlemen, please excuse me, but 1 


see a boy at the door with a telegram. 
Of course it's for' me. It's about the 
castor oil syndicate in Buffalo. 
I 


thought I bad 'cm downed, but if they 
have wabbled np again I'll wipe 'em 
off the face of the eartbr 


The telegram was for him. and the 


syndicate bad "bobbed," aud he would 
rush to the telegraph office to send 
twenty different dispatches. He used 
to receive so many telegrams that it 
got to be believed he carried a boy 
and thousands of blanks with him. 
They came to him every half hour of 
the day and up to 10 o'clock at night 
and as lie opened them be always had 
something to say about trusts, syndi- 
cates. tons of quinine, carloads of flax- 
seed and hundred* of barrels of alco- 
hol.

• Und'isinayed by the destruction of 
their church, the congregation soon be- 
gan to build a still larger structure 
which would seat 5.000. Although the 
completed edifice was -the largest 
church of its denomination in America, j 
it was never large enough to "hold the 
crowds who came to listen to the now 
famous preacher. The regular hearers 
alone were nearly sufficient to fill the 
building, and their number was aug- 
mented by hundreds from* New York, 
by many from other states and even by 
'transatlantic-visitors, who had rcail his 
sermons printed in their home journals. 
For fully fifteen years tbVcn'urch btfd 
uninterrupted prosperity, which was 
rudely broken on Oct. 13, 1889, By the 
complete destruction of the second tab- 
ernacle by fire. A third tabernacle wns 
built still larger than its predecessors. 
It wns finished in 1891. and its dedica- 
tion was a great public occasion. Large 
delegations, drawn from every section 
of the Union, came, bringing congratu- 
lations.

It was a grand and beautiful temple 


of worship, rich in ornamentation, vast 
in seating capacity and perfect in 
acoustics. "I never could sing a note 
or. raise a tune." Dr. Talmage would 
often say.

Al- 
though his fame will rest chiefly upon 
his sermonic writings, his treatment of 
lighter topics was brilliant and clever. 
But his finest work AA-OS not among the 
shallows. His pen could go deeply into 
the secrets of the heart and soul, nud 
fciich was his rare gift that with n sin- 
gle sentence he could move a multitude. 
Some of his volumes written in the 
early part of his career show rare vi- 
A-acity and Avit and giA-e a clew to his 
wonderful success as an entertaining 
lecturer in maturer years. Among the 
periodicals to which he contributed at 
various times were the New York 
Weekly, Hearth and Home, The Inde- 
pendent and The Christian at Work- 
About thirty volumes of bis sermons 
have been published, twenty volumes 
appearing in a single series in 1UOO 
His other works besides those already 
mentioned include "Crumbs SAvcpt Up."

The arrival ot the dreaded 17 year 


locusts is scheduled for the month of 
May and June. It is to be the worst 
locust year since 1885, say the experts. 


Seventeen years of solitude iu a 


dark underground cell; just six: weeks 
of bright winged, strenuous freedom; 
then death. 


That is the tragic histocy In brief 


of the periodical cicada, ar seventeen 
year locust, millions of which will 
burst from the' earth in the month of 
May or June of this year, after an in- 
voluntary Imprisonment that began in 
1885. 


This/-time "they will make their ap- 


pearance in the States of Pennsylva- 
nia, Illinois, Kentucky, North Carolina, 
the northern part of Georgia, West 
Virginia, Tennessee and parts of Ohio. 


The owners of fruit trees in the re- 


gion where the locust is to make its 
appearance, all alarmed at the pros- 
pect, are besieging the Department of 
Agriculture for protection against the 
visitation, but none can be given. For 
so far no means has been found of 
guarding against the ravages of the ci- 
cada, which has never yet been known 
to make a mistake in the date upon 
which nature orders him to burst asun- 
der his prison rbars.
